The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. Ranka et al. (US 6097870) and Birk et al. (US 
20020009260). 

Claim 16 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious the step of selecting at least one illuminating light 
wavelength and/or at least one illuminating light wavelength region from the further 
spectrally spread light in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim.
